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No Radical, But 
An Ouch or So 


When the 86th Congress con- 
venes with its greater Democratic 
strength, purpose and dynamic, 

it will not be, as 
the President so 
unworthily sug- 
gested, radical.

Dixie members. In the more tur- 
bulent and more numerous House, 
Sam Rayburn will neither be 
stampeded nor diverted by mav- 
ericks, of which there will be a 
few. 


The Congress will continue to 
do business about as usual. There 
will be no open vendetta with Mr. 
Eisenhower, despite his really un- 
pardonable California speech. 
Both Johnson, Rayburn and the 
veterans of the House and Senate 
are too wise for that. There will 
be no “get even” campaign by 
the Democrats. That isn’t good 
politics. But the President will do 
well to know that at least a few 
times in the two years ahead he 
will suffer a few pains and give 
vent to an “ouch” or so. 


People Weary 


But it would be folly to suggest 
that nothing will be changed. The 
Democratic advances, first sig- 
naled by the victories in Maine, 
mean that the people have 
wearied of the Republicans. The 
result was neither ‘‘landslide’’ nor 
“avalanche,” to use two of the 
most shopworn words in the bright 
lexicon of politics. We must use 
an equally weary word, “trend.” 


The Republicans were perhaps 
a little too pious and smug. The 
*‘Kound’s-tooth” symbol soon be- 

ridiculous. Then, too, prom- 

s are like the chickens of the 
old copy-book axiom .. . they 
come home to roost. In 1952 Mr. 
Eisenhower promised to balance 
the budget, to halt inflation, to 
rediice taxes, to give the country 
a sound dollar. He made it sound 
very simple. It was, he said, a 
matter of bringing the best brains 
to Washington. 


Six years have passed. The 
country is facing a budget deficit 
of $12 billion. The cost of living 
is up. The dollar has shrunk. And 
if taxes are not up, they have n 
been reduced. ' 


The recession shook a lot of 
people—especially the younger 
ones. The oldsters who came 
through the depression of the 
1930’s and remember its corrosive 
acids on spirit and daily life, had 
a basis of comparison. But today 
we live in a “‘monthly payment” 
economy. The budget is geared to 
it. 


Still another thing grew out of 
Mr. Eisenhower's choice of “the 
-best brains.” We all live by 
images. The Gallup Poll recently 
reported that it had done a sur- 
vey of the image of the political 
parties. That of the Democratic 
Party member is “a fellow like 

ee « me WON... & oe 
image of the GOP was “big busi- 
ness,” “‘selfishness,” “a higher 
social class.”

Education Forums 


Yield Good Results 


Some excellent ideas about education 
and the future of education in Georgia 
have come out of the governor’s two-day, 
conference which ended in Atlanta yes- 
terday. Provided the public school system 
can be preserved, the meeting called at 
the request of the Georgia Nuclear Ad- 
visory Commission will prove beneficial. 

There is much to be said for the di- 
vergent views brought out by Harold F. 
Smiddy, of New York, vice president of 
General Electric Co., and Supts. Jim 
Cherry and W. Paul Sorayberry, of De- 
Kalb and Cobb Countv schools, respec- 
tively, on the subject of free public edu- 
eation. 

Dr. Smiddy contends, and with con- 
siderable logic, that many young people 
and parents now look upon higher edu- 


cation as a “right’—as something that is 
due them, with pavment for higher edu- 
cation somehow of “secondary impor- 
tance.” 


The most persistent criticism of med- 
ern education methods concerns lack of 
emphasis on quality and concentration cn 
the average or quantity product. In 
higher education especially the question 
arises as to whether public funds are 
squandered on students who gain no 
profit from higher education but are in 
college because it is the thing to do. 

On the other hand, one cannot deny 
the value of publicly supported higher ed- 
ucation for those who deserve it. As Jim 
Cherry declared, it is insurance for our 
healthy free-enterprise economy. The is- 
sue concerns where we are failing to 
provide “adequate educational oppor- 
tunitv for each child.” 

Of 137.500 students who entered pub- 
lic schools in Georgia in 1944, only 21 per 
per cent were’ still in school for the 12th 
grade. Only 15 per cent of those who 
finished high school went on to higher 
education. At least a third of the top 
graduates—those who could benefit most 
from college—were denied the chance. 
Why? 

Public-supported schools of higher 
learning were not intended as custodial 
institutions for adoleseents whose parents 
regard such care as a “right.” Many de- 
serving students gladly would welcome 
the chance to mortgage future earnirgs 
for the privilege: . 

At any rate, most educators are now 
eoming around to the view that quality 
must not be sacrificed for quantity pro- 
duction. That-is a healthy omen for'pre- 
paring the nation for the age of space. 

Such meetings as this and yesterday's 
Business Education Day for Atlanta's 
teachers provide excellent platforms for 
examining accomplishments as well as 
weaknesses in our school programs.

Faster Mail Service Is 


Welcome Improvement 


The Post Office Department has taken 
a tremeridous step toward catching up 
with the times by inaugurating one-day 


delivery service between 396 Georgia 
cities and in 14 other areas across the 
nation. 


Routing of mail to sectional centers 
and the immediate dispatching of it to 
its destination are among key factors en- 
tering into the speed-up. No new equip- 
ment or personnel were necessary. 

The postal service, frequently criti- 
cized for its failure to move rapidly 
enough toward streamlining its proce- 
dure, can use more of the type thinking 
which resulted in the one-day delivery 
schedule. Its planners deserve hearty 
commendation. 

Increased efficiency and better serv- 
ice, as exemplified in the present in- 
stance, will go far toward easing the 
sting of recent rate hikes. 

However, it fails to lessen justified ob- 
jections to any budding efforts toward 
another round of rate increases.

Election Day Is Over 
And Nation Still Lives 


As this is written, outcome of the 
national election still is in “doubt. But 
whatever be the final results, the coun- 
try will go on much the same. Ameri- 
can voters through the years—while mak- 
ing many mistakes—have shown greater 
maturity than the politicians themselves. 

The results, of course, will have pro- 
found effect on the course of American 
affairs. But the dire consequences pre- 
dicted from the mouths of political 
speakers during the campaign will not 
materialize nor will the country fall apart 
in depression or war or worse because 
of mere words. 

In truth, danger that the Democrats 
will lead the nation down the road to so- 
cialism is no greater perhaps than the 
course which the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration has been following. The threat 
from Walter Reuther is less than that 
from union bosses such as Jimmy Hoffa 
and Dave Beck. 

The nation has survived many admin- 
istrations and many Congresses, some of 
which distinguished themselves by rankest 
irresponsibility. But the American peo- 
ple are tough and they are resilient. And 
democracy of sorts withstands all as- 
saults. 

So today, while the people have made 
an important decision, business will go on 
as usual. Differences between national 
parties are more of degree than principle 
and the conservative one-party South is 
still the conservative one-party South.

Is Shaking NATO 


WASHINGTON—Not the least of a thousand 
questions faced during World War II by Roose- 
velt and Churchill was that of dealing with the 


austere and profoundly difficult Charles de Gaulle. De Gaulle was 
the heart of French resistance in the black days of ‘Nazi occupation. 
His own frigid honor and patriotism and his usefulness against the 
Germans made it imperative for Washington and London to get 


along with him. 

But his very good qualities also 
made him a_ stubborn, proud, 
highly sensitive associate who 
caused much wry headshaking 
among Roosevelt, Churchill and 
their colleagues. He was the rose: 
and he was the prickly thorn. 
And to grasp the one was, usual- 
ly, to be a bit stung by the other. 

This allied experience of long 
ago is being repeated now all 
over the Western Alliance, and 
markedly so here in Washington. 
A decade and a half iater .De 
Gaulle has again become a great 
hope and a great dilemma to the 
rest of the West. 


France’s capitulation to Ger- 
many thrust iro:. into the soul of 
every true Frenchman. And the 
truest of all is Charles de Gaulle. 


Now as the years have passed 
he has washed away much, but 
not all, of what sensitive French- 
men felt was a stain upon one 
of the world’s oldest and proudest 
military traditions. At home, as a 
fabulously successful prime min- 
ister, he has already restored 
France’s domestic strength and 
confidence. 


At the moment, as the story 
comes up to date, he is attempting 
nothing less than to push France 
up to the very pinnacle of world 
power and prestige.

Are Your Fears 


Futile or Healthy? ‘e 


Most of us fear something. Some of us have 
minds that are crowded with many fears. We 
are wise to face up to them, expose them to the ; 


three, the United States, Britain— 
and France. 

This would mean France would 
demand a voice equivalent to the 
voices of an associate incom- 
parably more powerful — the 
United States—and very much 
more powerful—Britain. 

Already, his proposal has 
brought an ill-repressed conster- 
nation among such other NATO 
partners as Italy and West Ger- 
many. No Italian government, no 
Free German government, could 
expect to last long after telling 
its people that it would allow De 
Gaulle to place France above 
them. 

All the same, any flat rejection 
of De Gaulle’s plan would shake 
NATO to the core. For he is 
understood to have hinted that 
without great concessions to 
France’s desire to regain past 
glory, he will find NATO of ever- 
decreasing interest. 

No one in the West would wise- 
ly deny him any prestige helpful 
to France so long as the price 
was not unbearably high to the 
remainder of the West. Thus it is 
conversations are going on here 
between allied and United States 
representatives. In the end they 
all center upon a single hope: 
That somehow Washington can

De Gaulle and of all, with some 
accomodation that the others in 
NATO at least can live with. 


Judging by the 
number of books and magazine articles on the subject of fear, we 
can be certain that the problem of analyzing and conquering fears is 


common. 

But we do not need to read 
books to know of the existence of 
fears in men’s lives. We need 
only to search our own minds. 
Do we fear financial insecurity, 
the future lives of our children, 
or the breakdown of cur: health? 
Even those who say that they are 
not fearful do have a concern or 
apprehension about some things 
and this often clouds our minds 
and befuddles our best efforts. 


Yet with all this talk about the 
things we should not fear I am 
almost sympathetic toward the 
man who got all wound up and 
went to see his doctor. “I have 
been reading a book on the mas- 
tery of fear,”’ he said to the doc- 
tor, “‘and I’m scared to death that 
I may become fearful about some- 
thing.” The doctor, who is a Chris- 
tian, told him that he could mas- 
ter his fear of fear with the right 
kind of faith in himself and in 
God. 


Most of us are willing to admit 
that 90 per cent of the things we 


fear are inconsequential. Most of 
the things we fear don’t happen, 
and the troubles that do come 
are best mastered by confident 
and not fear-ridden minds. Such 
fears are crippling, destructive 
and often fatal to good living. 


I want to suggest, however, that 
there are some fears—perhaps as

many as 10 per cent—which are 
valuable for our well-being. Some 
things every man, every coura- 
geous man, should fear. I’d hate 
to think of what might happen to 
a child whose parents hadn't 
taught him to be cautious about 
fast-moving automobiles. If we 
don’t fear the possibility of poor 
health, many of us wouldn't eat 
enough good food or get sufficient 
sleep. If we were not apprehensive 
concerning the future, we should 
not put aside a little each pay 
day for that day when the pay 
check might not be coming in. 

Also I think there are some 
things about which Christians 
should be fearful. Bernard De 
Voto wrote, “The most terrible 
fear that any artist can feel is 
the fear that his talent has been 
drained away, that his spark has 
been quenched, that his achieve- 
ment is over forever.’ Christians 
should be fearful lest their ardor 


and enthusiasm, their loyalty and 


devotion become diminished 
things. This has happened, and 
the consequences are bewildering 
and dreadful. 

I am one who believes that we 
all would do well to fear for the 
day when we might lose those 
appreciations and values which 
are life's richest treasures. 
Healthy, positive fears may guard 
our lives against such losses.

formed,”’ the judge declared. 
“These investigations should be 
carried on vigorously afid with | 


unabated zeal and without regard | 
io any person or persons, to the 
end that clean, honest and whole- | 
some government may be had and | 
maintained in governmental op- | 
erations. This should be the 
standard at every level of govern- 
ment, whether state, county or 
city.” 


Judge Whitman also directed 
the jury's attentions to the Sep- 
tember-October term grand jury's 
extensive recommendations con- 
cerning the state revenue depart- 
ment, liquor license control and 
other subjects.

The judge's charge also soundly 
scored the recent bombing of The 
Jewish Temple here and reiterated 
his previous stand that Atlanta's 
issuance of $1,000 per yéar wine- 
pouring licenses under which 
mixed drinks are sold constitute 
a ‘‘mockery” of the law.

About 650 educators and busi- 
nessmen became “high school 
sophomores” for 30 minutes Tues- 
day to participate in a televised 
science lesson at the Governor's 
Conference on Education at the 
Biltmore Hotel. 


The delegates to the conference 
crowded around 10 strategically 
placed TV sets in the huge Bilt- 
more banquet hall to view an ex- 
ample of “teaching by television” 
as utilized by the Atlanta public 
school system. 


The general science lesson, pre- 
pared for consumption by ninth 
graders, featured Paul L. Guptill, 
TV science teacher for the city 
school system. Guptill led the dele- 
gates through experiments involv- 
ing definitions of “cohesion” and 
“surface tension.” 


| 


“What have we checked here 
today?” Guptill’s voice asked 
from the 10 TV sets. “We have 
been checking cohesion and sur- 
face tensions and showing that dif- 
ferent substances have different 
surface tensions—and that surface 
tensions can be measured.” 


At the night session which con- 
cluded the conference, Dr. Wil- 
liam G. Pollard, executive direc- 
tor of the Oak Ridge, Tenn., In- 
stitute of Nuclear Studies, out- 
lined the “‘traveling science teach- 
er program” that has been con- 
ducted by his organization for the 
past three summers. 


The program permits a select 
group of high school science 
teachers from Southeastern states, 
Pollard said, to study for three 
months at Oak Ridge.

Lady Fergusson of Scotland is “carrying on the 
family tradition” by making her first trip to Atlanta. 
A non-Jewish leader of Israeli causes in Great 
Britain, the tall, stately Scotswoman spoke Tuesday 
to Atlanta women sponsors of the Israel bond or- 


ganization. 


Her great - uncle, Lord James 
Arthur Balfour, authored the 
Balfour Declaration of World 
War I. The declaration pro- 
vided for setting up Palestine 
from land that the Turks had 
ruled for 400 years. 


Lord Balfour, once prime 
minister of Great Britain, died 
in 1930. But Mrs. Edgar Dug- 
dale, his niece and Lady Fer- 
gusson’s mother, carried on the 
family interest in the tiny land. 


HONORARY PRESIDENT 

She died in 1948, the year that 
Palestine became the state of 
Israel. “I thought I'd carry on 
our tradition,”’ explained Lady 


Fergusson with a smile, and 
she became honorary president 
of Youth Aliyah in Scotland. 
The organization takes care of 
orphaned and displaced Jewish 
youngsters, just as her cousin, 
the present Lord Balfour, took 
care of 100 German Jewish chil- 
dren in World War II. 


Lady Fergusson’s gray eyes 
sparkled, “I knew them, and I 
take pleasure in seeing them 
with their families in Israel 
now.”” She went to Israel’s Bal- 
four Forest this year to unveil 
a monument to her mother. 


“The growth there since my 
last visit in 1950 is wonderful,” 
she commented. “But now Is- 
rael needs more money from 
bond investments to develop an 


arid strip of land which will 
provide opportunijies for new 
immigrants.”’ 


This week Lady Fergusson 
will end her seven-week Cana- 
dian and United States tour, her 
first visit to the New World. 
In Dallas, Tex., she became an 
honorary deputy sheriff. ‘I 
would love to go back to Dal- 
las,”’ she laughed, ‘‘and arrest 
someone for speeding.” 


END TOUR 


Lady Fergusson will sail back 
to Kilkerran, her husband's 
family estate of 20,000 acres on 
the west coast of Scotland in 
the lowlands. The main, four- 
story house was built in the 
17th and 18th Centuries around 
a 14th Century castle turret. 


Both lord and lady stay very 
busy. He is Keeper of Rec- 
ords of Scotland, writer of 


history, manager of the numer- 
ous enterprises of the estate and 
head of Clan Fergusson. She 
is a leader in several children’s 
enterprises, the Red Cross and 
the preservation of Scottish 
land. 


The gracious Lady Fergusson 
wore a stylish purple and black 
plaid dress of “good Scottish 
wool,”” and T-strap shoes.
